Patrick murder case 
goes to the grand jury 



Three die in 
accidents on 
Ky. 519, Ky. 7 

A three-vehicle crash on Ky. 
519 and a one vehicle wreck on 
Ky. 191 have claimed the lives 
of three Morgan Countians. 

Killed on Ky. 519 around 1 :00 
p.m. last Thursday when their 
1995 Oldsmobile Cutlass was 
struck by a 2001 Dodge Neon 
that went out of control and ca- 
reened into their path were Mr. 
and Mrs. Donald Morris of Ky. 
191 West Liberty. Both Donald 
Morris, 68, and his wife, Jean 
Morris, 62, were pronounced 
dead at the scene by Morgan 
County Coroner Kenny Perry. 
The crash occurred on the Debby 
Hill near the Morgan-Rowan 
county line. 

Pronounced dead at the scene 
on Monday after her 2001 GMC 
pickup struck a guardrail on Ky. 
191 and overturned near the State 
Highway Garage was Diane 
Saylor, 51, of West Liberty. The 
accident occurred around 9:00 
a.m. 

State Police said the Morrises 
died after the northbound Dodge 
Neon, driven by Nakita Oakley, 
19, of West Liberty, went out of 
control and slid into the south- 
bound passing lane and struck a 
southbound 2000 Chevrolet 
Blazer driven by Christina 
Flannery, 33, of Hazel Green. 
Oakley’s vehicle then continued 
on into the southbound slow lane 
and collided with the Morrises’ 
vehicle. 

Oakley, who was seriously 
injured, was airlifted to UK 
Medical Center in Lexington. 
Flannery and Tiffany Flannery, 
18, a passenger in the Blazer, 
were transported to St. Claire 
Medical Center in Morehead. 

State Police, who are investi- 
gating both wrecks, said 
Saylor”s pickup overturned af- 
ter striking the guardrail and 
overturned, partially ejecting her 
from the vehicle. She was not 
wearing a seatbelt, police said. 

Officers had not determined if 
seatbelts were in use in the three 
vehicles involved in the wreck on 
Ky. 519 that claimed the Morgan 
couple’s lives.

Bullets that killed 
Patrick, hit abductor 
from different guns 

Ballistic tests released last 
Thursday by the Kentucky State 
Police indicate that the bullet that 
killed Melissa Patrick of Malone 
and bullets that wounded her ab- 
ductor were fired from different 
guns. 

Patrick was killed after being 
abducted from her residence 
early Monday, Nov. 10, by Robin 
Mapel, a jail escapee from Mont- 
gomery County. 

Police said that the two pro- 
jectiles retrieved from Patrick’s 
body during her autopsy appear 
to have been 9 mm rounds fired 
from a handgun that was found 
in the vehicle in which she was 
abucted. 

In addition, police said, bul- 
let fragments removed from 
Mapel, who is the father of

Turkey Fryers 

Morgan County Emergency 
Management wishes everyone a 
safe and happy Thanksgiving 
Holiday with this safety tips. 

A longtime food favorite in 
the southern United States, the 
delicious dee-fried turkey has 
quickly grown in popularity 
thanks to celebrity chefs such as 
Martha Stewart and Emeril 
Lagasse. While some people rave 
about this tasty creation. 

We’re worried by the increas- 
ing reports of fires related with 
turkey fryer use. Based on UL 
test findings, the fryers used to 
produce those great-tasting birds 
are not worht the risks. And, as a 
result of these tests. 

Here’s why using a deep-fryer 
can be dangerous 

• Many units easily tip over, 
spilling the hot oil within the 
cooking pot. 

• If the cooking pot is over- 
filled with oil, the oil may spill 
out of the unit when the turkey is 
placed into the cooking pot. Oil 
may hit the burner/flames caus- 
ing a fire to engulf the entire unit. 

• Partially frozen turkeys 
placed into the fryer can cause a 
spillover effect. This too, may 
result in an extensive fire. 

• With no thermostat controls, 
the units also have the potentioal 
to overheat the oil to the point of 
combustion. 

• The sides of the cooking pot, 
lid and pot handles get danger- 
ously hot, posing severe burn 
hazards. 

Here are some tips 
for safer use 

• Turkey fryers should always 
be used outdoors a safe distance 
from buildings and any other 
material that can burn.

• Never use turkey fryers on 
wooden decks or in garages. 

• Make sure the fryers are used 
on a flat surface to reduce acci- 
dental tipping. 

• Never leave the fryer unat- 
tended. Most units do not have 
thermostat controls. If you don’t 
watch the fryer carefully, the oil 
will continue to heat until it 
catches fire. 

• Never let children or pets 
near the fryer when in use. Even 
after use, never allow children or 
pets near the turkey fryer. The oil 
inside the cooking pot can remain 
dangerously hot, hours after use. 

• To avoid oil spillover, do not 
overfill the fryer. 

• Use well-insulated 
potholders or oven mitts when 
touching pot or lid handles. If 
possible, wear safety goggles to 
protect your eyes from oil splat- 
ter. 

• Make sure the turkey is com- 
pletely thawed and be careful 
with marinades. Oil and water 
don’t mix, and water causes oil 
to spill over, causing a fire or 
even an explosion hazard. 



• The National Turkey Federa- 
tion recommends refrigerator 
thawing and to allow approxi- 
mately 24 hours for every five 
pounds of bird thawed in the re- 
frigerator. 

• Keep an all-purpose fire ex- 
tinguisher nearby. Never use wa- 
ter to extinguish a grease fire, 
remember to use your best judg- 
ment when attemption to fight a 
fire. It the fire is manageable, use 
an all-purpose fire extinguisher, 
if the fire increases, immediately 
call 9-1-1 for help. 

• Even after use, never allow 
children or pets near the turkey 
fryer. The oil inside the cooking 
pots remains dangerously hot, 
hours after use.

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Buying America Back One 
Dollar At A Time 



(NU) - When Eric Solis was 
13 years old, he returned home 
from school to find his mother, a 
small business owner, curled up 
and sobbing on the floor. Her 
husband was gone, her business 
was failing - she could not feed 
her children, much less pay off 
her debts. 

That painful moment led Solis 
to seek a career in finance. As a 
broker, he made the rich richer 
and earned more than enough 
money for himself. Until one day 
in 1998, when Solis, while fly- 
ing over the Grand Canyon, sud- 
denly remembered the promise 
he had made to his mother - “Ev- 
erything will be okay.” 

In 1998, Americans were al- 
ready spending more money than 
they earned. That money was 
going overseas, padding the 
pockets of foreigners while pre- 
venting middle America from se- 
curing financial stability. Solis 
decided then to help the average 
person save money. He started a 
company, Save252.com, an 
online piggybank that helps us- 
ers save as little as a dollar a day, 
252 days a year. 

Ten years later, as the House 
and Senate struggled to put to- 
gether a financial rescue plan, 
money guru Solis came up with 
another solution. In September

2008, Solis sent a proposal to 
executive and Congressional 
leaders, asking them to give 3.5 
trillion dollars - to the American 
people. 

“If the government gave each 
household $15,000 to pay off 
consumer debt or to put into an 
IRA, they would reward good 
behavior and channel money into 
the banking system,” said Solis. 
“ Giving money to Wall Street - 
the same institutions who have 
manipulated and abused middle 
America for decades now - 
won’t relieve pressure at the con- 
sumer level.” 

Solis believes that economic 
stability starts with the middle 
class. If Americans have a finan- 
cial cushion in their bank ac- 
counts, they won’t borrow 
money that they cannot pay back. 
Financial institutions won’t find 
themselves strapped for cash be- 
cause of defaulted loans, so they 
won’t have to borrow money 
from abroad. 

“As Americans save, they will 
become less dependent on bor- 
rowing from large institutions, 
and those large institutions and 
the government will become less 
dependent on foreign capital,” 
says Solis. “We can buy back 
America one dollar at a time.”

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Purge of a pair of moderate dissenters 
underlines Democrat center’s veer to left 



The champagne is barely off 
the ice and Democrats are al- 
ready celebrating their new ma- 
jorities by punishing a few hereti- 
cal colleagues. In almost every 
sense, John Dingell and Joe 
Lieberman are loyal Democrats. 
But Mr. Dingell is holding down 
the party’s right flank on energy, 
and Mr. Lieberman in foreign 
affairs. Now they’re targets, and 
the retribution speaks volumes 
about the direction of liberal poli- 
tics. 

California Democrat Henry 
Waxman kicked things off the 
morning after Barack Obama’s 
victory, with an announcement 
that he will seek the chairman- 
ship of the powerful House En- 
ergy and Commerce Committee. 
The post is currently held by Mr. 
Dingell, the bulldog Michigander 
who next year will become the 
longest- serving Member in U.S. 
history. In Congressional phys- 
ics, seniority is gravity, which 
alone makes Mr. Waxman ’s chal- 
lenge extraordinary. 

It is even more so because it 
is a coup d’etat against a climate- 
change moderate. For environ- 
mentalists, Mr. Dingell is a wet 
blanket because his committee 
will write any any global- warm- 
ing legislation. The word on the 
Hill is that Mr. Waxman enjoys 
the tacit support of ubergreen 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi, who dis- 
likes Mr. Dingell’s indepen- 
dence. 

In media shorthand, Mr. 
Dingell’s approach to climate 
change is called “industry 
friendly.” Apparently, this is be- 
cause his principles include 
words like “realistic” and 
“achievable” and “cost contain- 
ment.” An ally of the Detroit auto 
makers, he does not pretend that 
putting a price on carbon will be 
painless and fun. He also knows 
that well-to-do redoubts such as 
Mr. Waxman’s Beverly Hills 



won’t bear the heaviest burden. 
It will fall instead on blue-collar, 
middle American regions that 
rely on manufacturing or coal- 
fired power. 

Even so, Mr. Dingell’ s com- 
mittee has held nearly 30 hear- 
ings on climate change since his 
party took power. In October, he 
released a cap-and-trade bill that 
aims to reduce emissions to 80% 
below 2005 levels by 2050. In- 
credibly enough, even that huge 
cut counts as a liberal heresy. The 
greens demand 80% below 1990 
levels by 2050 — a meaningless 
distinction considering that four 
decades is a political and tech- 
nological eternity. 

Then again, compared to Mr. 
Waxman, just about anyone 
could mistaken for an Exxon ex- 
ecutive. The Congressman has 
spent the last year trying to dra- 
goon the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency into imposing an 
economy-wide carbon 

clampdown under cutting clean- 
air laws, an idea Mr. Obama also 
backs. But Mr. Dingell dares to 
point out that these laws — passed 
in 1970, 1977 and 1990 — were 
never written to include C02. He 
should know. He wrote them. 

The point is not only to hu- 
miliate a nuisance. Installing Mr. 
Waxman at Energy and Com- 
merce would mean a far more 
aggressive push on global warm- 
ing next year. It would also send 
a warning to the Blue Dogs and 
rural- state Democrats who might 
not fall in with the Obama-Pelosi 
energy agenda. Think rubber 
truncheons and bare light bulbs 
(compact fluorescents, of 
course). 

Like Mr. Dingell, Senator 
Lieberman may also lose his 
gavel. Last week, Majority 
Leader Harry Reinformed the 
Connecticut renegade that rank- 
and-file sentiment against him 



had climbed to a point where he 
could not stat as Homeland Se- 
curity Chairman. He may also be 
booted from the Democratic cau- 
cus. 

To hear Democrats tell it, 
much less the Angry Left, Mr. 
Lieberman is Judas, Brutus and 
Cassius rolled into one. They’re 
still furious about his high-pro- 
file campaign for John McCain, 
including his speech at the GOP 
convention. They also want to 
exact revenge for his unstinting 
support of President Bush’s Iraq 
policy. 

In 2006, Mr. Lieberman was 
defrocked for the sole reason that 
as a matter of policy and con- 
science he refused to repudiate 
the war that he and so many of 
his party colleagues had voted 
for. After Mr. Lieberman lost his 
Senate primary race to tghe anti- 
war Greenwich millionaire, Ned 
Lamont, nearly all Senate Demo- 
crats were happy to abandon their 
friend and endorse Mr. Lamont. 
Chris Dodd, Hillary Clinton, Mr. 
Obama and the rest didn’t even 
have the courage to stay neutral, 
for fear of affronting the 
empurpled left. 

Were he a vindictive man, Mr. 
Lieberman could have returned 
the favor after he won the gen- 
eral election as an independent. 
With the Senate split 50 to 49, he 
might have handed control back 
to the GOP. Instead, he caucused 
with the Democrats and voted 
with them on social and eco- 
nomic issues. Not that they have 
considerable margins, his reward 
may be a complete purge. 

If a venerable New Deal lib- 
eral first elected in 1955 and a 
Vice Presidential nominee only 
two elections ago aren’t fit for 
polite Democratic company, it 
show how far left the party’s cen- 
ter has shifted.

Jehizah P. Haney was elected 
county attorney in 1904. He was 
a member of the committee to 
oversee construction of the court- 
house built in 1907. Evidently 
there were problems with the 
building company, Falls City 
Construction Co., when the 
courthouse was built over 100 
years ago. (Those problems 
couldn’t have been structural!) 
As county attorney, Haney filed 
a law suit against the firm The 
trial was to be moved to Elliott 
county in a change of venue. If 
there was ever a trial, or what the 
suit was about, I have not been 
able to ascertain. 

In 1932, when Jehizah was 
66 years old and the courthouse 
25 years old, he came back to 
Morgan County for a visit and an 
unusual incident happened. 

He wrote a letter to Mr. F, S. 
Brong, editor of The Licking 
Valley Courier, venting his frus- 
trations about the incident and the 
courthouse. Mr. Brong had evi- 
dently written an editorial ex- 
pressing fault with construction 
of the courthouse. 

Haney wrote: “I was sitting in 
front of the courthouse in our 
town, greeting and being greeted 
by many old time friends. A very 
good friend of mine being 
present, remarked, “Haney, you 
have a host of friends in this 
county.” I said, “Well, I am glad.” 
Then he came back with this re- 
mark, “O well, if it wasn’t for this 
old courthouse here you would 
have lots more friends.” 

Haney was on a committee of 
three who oversaw the building 
of the courthouse. It was a dirty, 
nasty job, according to Haney. 
“I knew nothing about that char- 
acter of construction work and 
should not have been on the com- 
mittee. I have always wished I 
had not been on it.” 

Haney continued: “Until that 
friend mentioned the courthouse 
in connection with the number of 
friends I had, or might have had, 
it had never occurred to me that 
any man, living or dead, had ever 
thought that I was guilty of any 
wrong doing with respect to its 
construction. Well, that remark of 
my friend was so stunning that I 
offered no defense in my own 



behalf. The effort would have 
been futile, so the matter stopped 
there.” 

Mr. Haney went on in his let- 
ter pressing the point that some- 
times things change. It seems that 
before construction began, he 
had written a letter to Martin L. 
Conley, superintendent of the 
Kentucky Block Cannel Coal 
Company at Cannel City, for ad- 
vice on building a concrete block 
building. Mr. Conley was a 
graduate of the University of 
Kentucky College of Engineer- 
ing and well qualified to give 
advice on the subject. 

Conley gave the courthouse 
committee recommendations on 
constructing concrete blocks in a 
letter to Haney dated April 2, 
1907. Conley stated in his letter 
that he knew two of three men 
that would be able to supervise 
the construction of a concrete 
building. They would need to 
know the date of construction 
start and salaries. “I agree with 
you in the matter of inspection,” 
wrote Conley. “As I know of no 
class of work which could be as 
much slighted and harmful re- 
sults come there from, as in the 
construction of concrete build- 
ings, and would advise the most 
rigid inspection and strictest 
compliance with best building 
practice. A public building prop- 
erly constructed should be ser- 
viceable to Morgan County for 
the next century , and the Com- 
missioners will do well to have 
every block of material, and the 
ingredients of same thoroughly 
examined before they go into the 
work,” Conley stated. He evi- 
dently gave the commissioners 
good advice because the present 
courthouse has been serving 
Morgan County for over 100 
years ! ! 

But apparently everyone 
wasn’t satisfied with the build- 
ing and there must have been 
some problems with the con- 
struction by the Falls City Con- 
struction Company of Louisville. 

Haney, being the lawyer he 
was, began his argument for in- 
nocence in connection with the 
building of the courthouse: “Mr. 
Conley’s letter explains itself and 
in a very definite way shows my 
position as to the construction of 
the courthouse and the precaution

and care with which I attempted 
on my part, to approach and 
maintain a satisfactory and safe 
procedure in relation there to.” 
Haney, as county attorney, asked 
the question in his letter to the 
editor, “You ask why was it not 
done that way?” My answer; be- 
cause I stood alone. Now, Mr. 
Editor, under the rules of plead- 
ing, the defendant may offer as 
many available defenses as he 
may have, and since I have gone 
as far into the matter as I have, I 
now present another.” 

“After the courthouse was 
supposed to have been com- 
pleted, and not being satisfied 
with it, I “raised sand” with the 
construction company, and al- 
most forced them, or it, to ex- 
ecute another contract in which 
it agreed to make all deficiencies 
good. Immediately thereafter (I 
being county attorney at the 
time), I filed in the Morgan cir- 
cuit court, a suit for several thou- 
sand dollars damage. The defen- 
dant in that case made a motion 
for a change of venue, and Judge 
Hannah sustained the motion and 
transferred the case to the Elliott 



circuit court. The then fiscal court 
(Morgan) would not agree to 
stand for the expenses which 
would be entailed by following 
up the case, including that of 
many witnesses, so I was thus 
hindered. It was not long then 
until my term of office expired, 
after which I had no further re- 
sponsibilities or control as to the 
matter, the same passing to my 
successors in office. 

“Well, that’s that! Now, 
someone may say, why all this 
furor at this late day? Well, 
there’s a reason. Here it is, in 
these “last days” of mine I am 
trying to remove a lot of rubbish 
which has accumulated about me 
in years past, some of which is 
due to my own conduct (which 
need not concern anyone else), 
and much of which like the 
above, comes from lack of infor- 
mation, suspicion, lack of confi- 
dence, malignity, envy, and mis- 
judging on the part of others.” 

Haney’s complaint with the 
courthouse may never be known 
but there was evidence that he 
tried in every way to do a good 
job with something he seemed to,

admittedly, know little about. 
The Jehizah P. Haney family 
moved to Jackson sometime af- 
ter the courthouse was built. 

Jehizah Haney was married to 
Sallie McClure, daughter of Dr. 
B. F. McClure. He was a teacher, 
an attorney, newspaper editor for 
the West Liberty Messenger, the 
Mt. Eagle at Whitesburg, and the 



newspaper at Jackson. In 1946, 
he moved back to Morgan 
County and was city Police Judge 
for a short time. Later (in 1947), 
his son, Paul R., and family also 
came to West Liberty. Paul Eu- 
gene, grandson of Jehizah, and a 
son of Paul R., became an out- 
standing athlete for West Liberty. 
He was a fine basketball player, 
earning a scholarship at Eastern 
Kentucky College. He played on 
the West Liberty semi-pro base- 
ball team and later became an 
avid golfer. Paul also served a 
tour in the Marines during the 
Korean War as a 1st Lieutenant. 
He was married to Ruth Evelyn 
Franklin. 

JehizaP. Haney (1870-1952), 
his wife, Sallie McClure Haney 
(1880-1980), his son Paul R. 
Haney (1905-1951) and grand- 
son Paul E. Haney (1932-1994) 
are buried in the Oliver Haney 
Cemetery on Stacy Fork. 

During the next year or so, 
there will be much discussion 
about the fate of Morgan 
County’s 100 year old court- 
house and the building of a new 
$16 million Judicial Center (an 
additional $3 million has also 
been earmarked for furnishings 
for the center). 

Our old courthouse is a survi- 
vor! It seems from its inception 
there have been those who have 
been dissatisfied with it. The 
building has survived years of 
neglect with leaking roofs, van- 
dalism, and judges and courts 
that allowed the deterioration of 
the building perhaps from lack of 
funds, or plain indifference. In 
the 1970’ s it was condemned, left 
vacant and awaited the 
“wrecker’s ball.” Thanks to the 
citizens of the county, a persis- 
tent “Save the Courthouse Com- 
mittee,” and government funds 
secured by Congressman Carl 
Perkins it was saved. After the 
renovation in 1980 the building 
was probably in better condition 
than it was when it was built. The 
greatest thing to happen to the 
building was the leasing to 
A.O.C. (Administrative Office of 
the Courts). At present, we have 
a judge executive and fiscal court 
that are concerned with the state 
of repair of the building. Hope- 
fully, a use will be found for the 
building.

Morgan County Emergency 
Management wishes everyone a 
safe and happy Thanksgiving 
holiday with these safety tips: 

A longtime food favorite in the 
southern United States, the deli- 
cious deep-fried turkey has 
quickly grown in popularity 
thanks to celebrity chefs such as 
Martha Stewart and Emeril 
Lagasse. 

We are worried by the increas- 
ing reports of fires related to tur- 
key fryer use. Based on UL test 
findings, the fryers used to pro- 
duce those great-tasting birds are 
not worth the risks. And, as a re- 
sult of these tests: 

Deep-Fryer Dangers 

• Many units easily tip over, 
spilling the hot oil within the 
cooking pot. 

• If the cooking pot is over- 
filled with oil, the oil may spill 
out of the unit when the turkey is 
placed into the cooking pot. Oil 
may hit the burner/flames, caus- 
ing a fire to engulf the entire unit. 

• Partially frozen turkeys 
placed into the fryer can cause a 
spillover effect. This too, may 



result in an extensive fire. 

• With no thermostat controls, 
the units also have the potential 
to overheat the oil to the point of 
combustion. 

• The sides of the cooking pot, 
lid and pot handles get danger- 
ously hot, posing severe burn 
hazards. 

Tips For Safer Use 

• Turkey fryers should always 
be used outdoors a safe distance 
from buildings and any other 
material that can burn. 

• Never use turkey fryers on 
wooden decks in garages. 

• Make sure the fryers are used 
on a flat surface to reduce acci- 
dental tipping. 

• Never leave the fryer unat- 
tended. Most units do not have 
thermostat controls. If you do not 
watch the fryer carefully, the oil 
will continue to heat until it 
catches fire. 

• Never let children or pets 
near the fryer when in use. Even 
after use, never allow children or 
pets near the turkey fryer. The oil 
inside the cooking pot can remain 



dangerously hot, hours after use. 

• To avoid oil spillover, do not 
overfill the fryer. 

• Remember to use well-insu- 
lated potholders or oven mitts 
when touching pot or lid handles. 
If possible, wear safety goggles 
to protect your eyes from oil spat- 
ter. 

• Make sure the turkey is com- 
pletely thawed and be careful 
with marinades. Oil and water do 
not mix, and water causes oil to 
spill over, causing a fire or even 
an explosion hazard. 

• The National Turkey Federa- 
tion recommends refrigerator 
thawing and to allow approxi- 
mately 24 hours for every five 
pounds of bird thawed in the re- 
frigerator. 

• Keep an all-purpose fire ex- 
tinguisher nearby. Never use wa- 
ter to extinguish a grease fire. 
Remember to use your best 
judgement when attempting to 
fight a fire. If the fire is manage- 
able, use an all-purpose fire ex- 
tinguisher. If the fire increases, 
immediately call 911 for help. 

• Even after use, never allow 
children or pets near the turkey 
fryer. The oil inside the cooking 
pots remains dangerously hot, 
hours after use.

Lance Freeman passed for 
115 yards and three touchdowns 
as Corbin eliminated Morgan 
County from post-season play 
with a 53-0 rout in the opening 
round of the 2- A Gridiron Bowl. 

Corbin got all the points it 
needed early with three touch- 
downs early. The Cougars were 
simply outmatched by the unde- 
feated Redhounds, who came 
into the game outscoring their 
opponents by three touchdowns 
per game. 

“Corbin just has too many 
athletes and they come at you in 
waves,” said Cougar head coach 
Jake Purnell. “We could have 
lined up the players and our en- 
tire coaching staff and it would 
not have mattered. They’re by far 
the best team we’ve played this 
year.” 

The loss dropped the Cou- 
gars’ season record to 0- 1 1 . Mor- 
gan managed a combined 16 
points in its final four games, 
while giving up 208 — including 
50-plus in the losses to Clay 
County, East Carter and Corbin. 

Not much went right for the 
Cougars, but Purnell did credit 
freshman Jeff Smith for “good 



tackling” on the defensive end. 
Jamie Ferguson also received 
praise from the coach with his 
effective blocking in the running 
game. 

Ryan Flannery led the Cougar 
ground game with 55 yards on 10 
carries. Taylor McKnight fin- 
ished with 10 carries for 25 yards. 

Donovan Stacy was another 
bright spot for the Cougars. Stacy 
returned five kicks for 132 yards. 
He also had four tackles and had 
one interception. 



Despite the blowout loss, 
Morgan did receive a bit of good 
news with lineman Nate Cantrell 
and receiver Joel Nickell both 
being named to the All-EKC 
team.

It was indeed ugly and it could 
have been worse. As expected, 
North Carolina beat Kentucky 
Tuesday night in Chapel Hill. 
The Wildcats played poorly 
enough to lose by 40 - making 
the final 19-point deficit a bit 
deceiving. Billy Gillespie’s team 
committed 28 turnovers against 
the Tar Heels, bringing the Cats’ 
two-game total to an embarrass- 
ing 53 miscues. 



UNC dismantled Kentucky 
even without the services of All- 
American Tyler Hansbrough, 
who is still recovering from a 
shin injury. Roy Williams’s team 
out- shot, out-hustled and out-re- 
bounded the Cats to a double- 
digit lead less than four minutes 
into the game. Kentucky commit- 
ted six turnovers to contribute to 
an early 15-2 Carolina lead. And 
although Billy Gillespie’s team 
somehow kept the deficit at only 
16 points by the half, Carolina 
put it on cruise control the rest 
of the way for the 19-point win. 

Jodie Meeks finished with 19 
points, but shot his arm off to do 
it. The junior guard finished with 
more turnovers (six) than shots 
made (five) in 20 attempts. 
Patrick Patterson struggled to get 
his hands on the ball, but tied for 
team-high honors with 19 points 
and 11 rebounds. The duo ac- 
counted for 3 1 of their team’s 45 
shot attempts. 

Speaking of shooting, the Cats 



were better percentage- wise than 
UNC (44 to 41) and out-re- 
bounded the Heels (33 to 31). But 
Carolina committed 18 fewer 
turnovers than did the Cats - 
which was easily the difference 
in the game. The cats got no 
closer than 1 1 points and trailed 
by as many as 21 in the second 
half. 

The game marked UK’s 
fourth loss in six tries at Chapel 
Hill. The Wildcats are now 5-13 
all-time against number one 
ranked teams. 

If you are looking for a bright 
spot, here it is. The last time UK 
began the season losing its first 
two game back-to-back was in 
2000-2001. However, the cats 
rebounded to finish 22-10, win 
the SEC East and advance to the 
NCAA Sweet 16. Right now, UK 
would settle for its first win, 
which - God willing - should 
come this Saturday against Dela- 
ware State.

Local farmers can 
take advantage of 
new farm bill 

New federal legislation now 
allows farmers and landowners of 
farms with 10 or fewer base acres 
the opportunity to receive pay- 
ments for the 2008 Direct and 
Counter-Cyclical Payment Pro- 
gram (DCP). On Oct. 13, 2008, 
Pres. George W. Bush signed a 
bill that made amendments to the 
2008 Farm Bill. 

Originally, the 2008 Farm Bill 
prohibited DCP payments on 
farms with 10 acres of base or 
less, unless the farm is wholly 
owned by a socially disadvan- 
taged farmer or limited resource 
farmers. The 2008 enrollment 
period for the DCP on farms with 
greater than 10 base acres ended 
Sept. 30. 

With the passage of new leg- 
islation, these farms may now be 
enrolled and paid. A new enroll- 
ment period to sign contracts is 
now underway at FSA offices. 
The final date to enroll these 
small farms is Wednesday, Nov. 
26.

Priority B 
routes include KY 134, KY 191, 
KY 1010 and portions of KY 172, 
KY 705, KY 772 and KY 946. 
Other routes are Priority C. 

“The Transportation Cabinet 
recognizes how important road- 
way conditions are to Kentucky 
motorists,” said Tim Adams, act- 
ing chief district engineer. We are 
dedicated to keeping these road- 
ways clear and safe for travel. Our 
snow removal crews will work
